Fallen Literary Idol Dies by a 
Bullet in $4 Room in 
Stamford, Conn. 


‘1AM AT END OF MY ROPE” 


Mental Powers Failed After Wo- 
man’s Sulit and Columbia Expul- 
sion; and He Became a_ Hack. 


Special to The New York Times. 
‘STAMFORD, Conn., March 23.—Harry 
Thurston Peck, former Professor - of 
Latin at Columbia University, conimit- 


ted suicide this: morning by shooting}: 


himself through the head in a furnished 
room at 21 Bell Street, where he had 
lived for two weeks. 

Less than tour years.ago Mr. Peck was 
Anthon. Professor of Latin’ at’ Colum- 


$5,000 a year. Hé was widely known as 
a scholarly and popular writer and en- 
joyed a substantial income and consid- 
erable prestige from his _ literary 
labors. He had been educated in Co- 
lumbia University; ‘Berlin,’ Paris, and 
Rome. He wrote L.’H. D., Ph. D., and 
LL. D. after his name. ‘He was a mem- 
ber of many clubs and} societies: and 
was known as‘an after-dinner speaker. 
At Columbia’ he was an oracle ‘anda 
dictator in his literary circle. 

Miss Esther Quinn of Boston in 1910 
brought suit against him for $50,000 
damages for breach of promise, charg- 
ing that he -was éngaged to her in 1908 
when he married Miss Blizabeth H. Du. 
Bois, his-second wife. In her complaint 
Miss Quinn~ produced ardent letters 
which Prof. Peck had written to her. 
Later she brought*a*libel suit for $100,- 


000 against Prof. Peck, but neither: case 
went-to trial. 

But in July,.1910, one. mosith after the 
first: suit had been filed, Prof. Peck was 
suspended from -his position, at Colum- 
bia, and luter he -was removed : abso~ 
lutely. He testified less than a year 
later ih a libel suit against the Boston 
Post; which ended in a verdict- of $2,500 
damages inv his favor, that the scandat 
caused by. the breach. of, promise suit 
had peacwodlty: destroyed him as a lit- 
erary ane and that.the magazines since 
then had been closed to him. 

To earn money he had to_resort.to 
hack work.’He was: employed in 1912 
in compiling small dictionaries. and 
tine or revising occasional articles 
He neyclopedias. In January of 1913, 

iled a petition in bankruptcy. Two 
eatin later he was. penniless and 
critically ill. from a nervous breakdown 
in-a hospital in Ithaca. 


Foresaw His End. 


After his partial recovery ‘he was able 
to do but little. work; and met with 
multiplied disappointments in efforts 
to gain literary commilssions and to: 
obtain collegiate positions.

Pee room in. which Prof. Peck killed 
himself is in an old brownstone house. 
Two weeks ago his first wife, Mrs..Cor- 
fielig D. Peck, who divorced ‘him -in“T908 
and took care of him' and gave him 
Christian Science treatment after his 
severe. illness,,. engaged the, room, for 
him at $4 a week. /Prof. Peck found it 
too small, and in ordér to make space 
for his books and his writing’ — he 
had the bed moved out and put ‘in its 
place.a smail -¢ot. 

During the .two.-weeks that’ he: lived 
here he had taken’ most: of. his users 
at a small. Greek. réstaurant. 
been a. victim of despondent. fits: for 
séveral days. A week ago he dismissed 
his stenographer, because -he: had noi 
further work: todo. . Miss’ MacDougall 
said to-day that she caliéd on him ai- 

most deily and tried to.cheer, him up, 
but that he could..think of nothing ex- 
cept the contrast between his reduced 
circumstances and the comfort and dis+ 
tinction he had’ formerly enjoyed. 

Prof. Peck was. formerly vain of his 
literary laurels. Inthe last. few: months 
hiss attempts to revise articles-.for .an 

encyclopedia for Dodd, Mead & Co. had 
been unsatisfactory. Unconscious of any 
clouding. of. his mental powers, the 
writer, who had made his name chiefly 
by light and pungent essays, became 
discouraged at being forced into a field 
of literary drudgery and was broken- 
spirited when even his work of this kind 
was not considered adequate. 

Recently: the publishing house. detect- 
éa in his work signs of a marked de- 
cline in his mental powers and. décided 

that he. could be, entrusted. with no 
further commissions. Prof: Peck con- 
tended that he had not received all the 
money he was entitled to, but.this dif- 
ference was settled amicably between 
counsel for both sides. The only -work 
for Dodd, Mead & Co., which was un- 
finished at the time of his death, was 
the revision of articles for the Inter- 
national Encyclopedia on the American 
Presidents. |.

While Prof. Peck never mentioned 
suicide, Miss MacDougall said that she’ 
had: come. to ~fear recently that . he 
would ‘kill himself. si 

“He would say. that he was of no use 
any longer,’ she said. ‘““He would say 
that he was down, and’ that when a 
man was down -he never could.get up 
again. His friends had promiised*to try 
to get him positions in some universi- 
ties or on lecture tours,. but he -heard.

TROOPS CALLED OUT; 
STRIKE RIOTS FATAL 


Rioters and Deputies Exchange 
- Bullets Half an Hour at 
Depew, N. Y. 


BUFFALO, -N. Y.,.March 23.—The 
Seventy-fourth Regiment was. ordered 
put for..strike duty at 11 o'clock to- 
night following. two serious -riots at 
the: plant of the Gould. Coupler Com- 
pany ‘at’ Depew,’ N.: Y.,° within the: last 
twenty-four hours. One company was 
sent to Depew at midnight for guard 
duty. 

Orders also were issued by. Brig. Gen. 
Samuel M. Welch at midnight for the 
assembling of the Sixty-fifth: Regiment. 

Up to alate hour to-night Sheriff F. 
C.’ Becker hoped to be able to handle the 
situation with his deputies, but when 
word came’of the second shooting affray, 
which resulted in the wounding.of Thom- 
as Fogarty of Syracuse, a special deputy, 
Frederick ‘C,--Slee, attorney for the com- 
pany, made .a formal. demand on the 
Sheriff: for: military. protection. 

Sheriff. Becker .called-on Brig. -Gen. 
Samuel B, Welch,- commanding the 
Fourth Brigade, and after a. conferegce 
with him: ‘decided to order out the Sev- 
enty-fourth Regiment. 

It -was- stated to-night that the law- 
less. element. at Depew had recéived a 
large shipment of arms to-day and: that 
an attempt, would be made to get pos- 
session of the. guns and ammunition to- 
morrow.. - ; 

‘Four, meén were shot, one fatally, ard 
several wets ‘injured in two clashes be- 
tween | Tioters. and ‘special deputies 
guarding the plant. Stanisluus Skolon- 
ski, said by his friends to have been a 
bystander, was shot in the head early in 
the day .whena‘mob-of 300 men. held 
up a train:bearing workmen to-the plant 
and -tnught a half hour's pitched battle 
with the deputies. He died to-night.

TEN-HOUR WORK LAW VALID. 


Supreme ' Court ‘Upholds Bay State 
‘Act Affecting Women and Minors. 


WASHINGTON, March: 23.—The ten- 
hour labor law of Massachusetts was 
upheld as constitutional to-day by the 
United States Supreme Court. This law, 
passed in -1900, limited the hours of 
minors and women in manufacturing 
and mechanical establishments to fifty- 
six a week-“ten hours a day, with cer- 
tain . qualifications. The State in 1911 
reduced the hours from fifty-six to fifty- 
four, but the latter law was not in 
question:in the case decided as 

In the present case Richard G. Riley, 
Superintendent of the Davol Mills’. in 
Fall River, charged with Violating the 
statute, attacked the constitutionality of 
the law. Riley was convicted of requir- 
ing a woman to work five minutes over 
ten hours. Counsel for Riley. alleged 
that the act was arbitrary and unrea- 
sonablé. -The State’s case was argued 
by ex-Attorney General James M. Swift.

purpese. ‘The macadam roads Which are 
being built are adapted for light horse 
traffic, the Governor says, but are ‘ut- 
terly..unsuited to the wear and tear of 
the heavy automobile. Hence he urges 
the construction of vitrified. brick roads 
in place of. macadam. : 

“New York is building. 12,000 miles 
of: roads-which will wear out-forty years 
before they are paid fdr,” says the 
Governor .in. the foreword of his mes~ 
sage. After characterizing. the. present 
system of road building as ruinously ex- 
travagant and -inadequate,~he recom- 
mends. not only that the State adopt vit- 
rified brick highways as a new type 
but also that the State shall go into the 
business of mariufacturing the material 
with convict labor. 

The Governor also exprésses the opin- 
ion that the State could save at least 
$15,000,000 by a readjustment of yor en 
nated highways, which, he says, need- 
lessly parallel .one another’ in many 
cases. ; 

The Legislature is urged to appropri- 
ate sufficient money to establish an ex- 
perimental brick-making, plant in con- 
nection with the State formatory at 
Elefiira. It is further recommended that 
a@ committee be appointed to investi- 
gate the entire road question and to 
gather data upon which the Legislature 
may act. advisedly at its next session. 

“Unless the State makes a radical 
change in the type of road it builds, 
says the Governor, “it will, cost from

be $130,000,000, and at the end of ten 
years from the date of completion the 
State. will have -little to show for an 
expenditure -of $250,000,000.

NEPOTISM IS ONE CHARGE 


Relatives and Friends. of Commis- 
sioners Appointed Without Exam- 
Ination, the’ Governor Is Told. 


Coniplaint has been :made.to Gov. 
Glynn by the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation of-a number of matters, in 
which it asserts the State Civil Service 
Commission in’ 1913 departed seriously 
from the course! laid down for it by 
the law. The justice of its criticisms, 
it maintains, is proved by the fact that 
it “informed the commission of the 
charges it intended to make, and that 
in its reply the commission denied 
nothing, but said simply that “it finds 
no statement alleging a willful viola- 
tion of the civil service law or. rules. 
Your letter ‘consists of references to 
matters concerning which your com- 
mittee holds opinions contrary to those 
of this commission, as shown by the 
action taken.” 

The first chargé made by the associa- 
tion is that while the commission held 
more than 100 meetings in. the year, 
there was unpardonable delay in decid- 
ing certain matters, especially ques- 
tions of classification. Then it alleges 
that the commission last year exempted 
198 ‘places, an*abnormal number, and 
that even when the peculiar circum- 
stances attending the establishment of 


‘the new Bronx County ‘were taken into 
consideration and several exemptions 
made:mandatory by law had been de- 
ducted, there still remained ninety-five 
exemptions to be explained; a~record 
equaled only three times between 1900 
and 1911. 

Next it is asserted that the commission 
in the year 1913 permitted the appoint- 
ment without examination of a number 
of unfitted persons, under the exception 
relating to persons of ‘‘ peculiar and ex- 
ceptional qualifications of a scientific, 
technical, and educational character.’’ 
Among. the thirty-six thus _ appointed 
were & court messenger at $1,800 a year, 
a See agent in the Department of 
Agriculture at ie a day, and a stenog- 
rapher in the Executive Department. 

Particular mention is made of the 
commission’s action in regard to the 
steward in the Gowanus State Hospital 
and two special. agents in the same. in- 
stitution. In these cases the commission, 
it-is asserted; has suspended indefinite- 
ly the examinations: and has permitted 
rtemporary appointees to continue, al- 
though they had passed only a non- 
competitive examination. When the of- 
ficers of the association wrote to the 
commission about-it they were irformed 
that action had been deferred pending 
the report -of the investigation of the 
administration of the hospital... The as- 
sociation now asks what relation there 
ig between the investigation and the ap- 
pointments under-the civil service law.

Caillaux’s assertion that she had 
reason to believe that M. Calmette, the 
late editor of The Figaro, had in his 
possession other personal letters, of an 
even more intimate nature than the one 
published, was given yesterday at the 
examination before the investigating | 
Magistrate, Henri Boucard, 

The Princess de Mésagne-Dstradére, 
who formerly held the position of so- 
ciety editor of the Figaro, said that at 
the time of the divorce of M. Caillaux 
and Mme. Dupré three letters were de- 
stroyed by mutual agreement in the 
presence of notaries; but that Mme. 
Dupré had retained photographs of the 
M. Calmette, she continued, 
knew, of the existence of the photo-~ 
grapfis and offered $6,000 to a person, 
whose name was not mentioned, to ar- 
range an interview with the holder of 
the photographs. This offer was re- 
fused. He made a similar offer to Prin- 
cess de Mésagne-Estradére, who also de- 
clined it. 

When the “ Thy Joe” letter appeared 
in thg Figaro, the witness continued, 
Mme. Caillaux had reasonable grounds 
for supposing that M. Calmette had the 
other two. : 

Mme. Théobald Chartran, widow of 
the noted artist, testified that she had 
heard discussions in newspaper circles 
on these letters and that she herself 
had been told by an editor of an even- 
ing paper that he never would publish 
the letters. At the beginning of the ex- 


amination of this witness, Mme, Cail- 
laux appeared to have taken exception 
to some statement made by Mme. Char- 
tran with reference to the letters, and 
the reporters in the corridor could hear 
Mme. Caillaux imploring the witness to 
use all her powers of memory. On 
leaving the witness stand Mme. Char- 
ory kissed Mme. Caillaux afféction- 
ately.

Detective Confident He Will Be Able 
to Bare All the Facts—Frank 
in High Spirits.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 23.—The ex- 
traordinary motion for a new trial for 
Leon M. Frank, condemned to death for 
the murder of Mary Phagan, probably 
will be filed this. week. Luther, Z. 
Rosser, senior counsel for the defense, 
has* been at work on the motion for ten 
days, and it is now said to be prac- 
tically complete. Reuben R. Arnold, 
also of the Frank defense, has just re- 
turned to the city, and after he goes 
over the motion with Mr. Rosser and 
the other attorneys it ts said the docu- 
ment will be filed in the Superior Court, 
Judge Ben H. Hill will then set an 
early: date, it is said, for the hearing. 

It. was generally expected that the de- 
fense would wait untif @ few days before 
the date set for Frank’s executioh, April 
17, to file the motion in order that De- 
tective W. J. Burns might have time to 
complete his investigation of the case. 
The change of tactics is taken as evi- 
dence of the strength of the motion and 
the confidence of the attorneys of the 
Frank defense. . 

That the motion will contain sensa- 
tional evidence which never has been 
made public is certain. C. W. Burke, a 
detective in the employ of Mr. Rosser, 
and several other private detectives have 
been at work on the case since the day 
of the conviction of Frank, and much of 
the evidence developed by them has been 
carefully guarded. — 

Many of the points which the defense 
will use, however, have become public. 
The new theory in regard to the paper 
on which the “ murder notes” was 
written will be used. The admission of 

. H. F. Harris that the hair found on 
the lathe in the metal room was not 
that of Mary Phagan will be another 
point. Frank's time alibi will - be 
strengthened by the testimony of Mrs. 
Ethel Harris Miller of Chattanooga. 
The affidavits of Albert McKnight and 
George Epps, r., the one repudiating 
his whole testimony and the other sev- 
eral important points in his statement 
at the trial, and similar affidavits will 
form an important part of the motion. 


Complete Solution, Says Burns. 


‘On leaving Atlanta for a day or two 
I want to reiterate mcre strongly than 
ever that there is no question as to our 
ability to furnish an absolutely perfect 
and complete detailed account of how 
this murder occurred and who is re- 
sponsible for it,’’ said Detective Burns 
to-day, just before he left for New 
York .to, follow .a new angle of the 
Frank case. 

“We will establish these facts,’’ he 
continued, ‘to the satisfaction of the 
most skeptieal. know the people of 
this community were justly incensed 
ever the atrocious murder. The offi-

STATE OWNERSHIP FAILS. 


Municipal Management of Utilities 
Not a Success, Says Williams. 


Speaking about municipal ownership 
of public utilities before the Finance 
Forum of the West Side Y. M. C. A. 
last night Arthur Williams of the New 
York Edison Company said that there 
were no less than 211' examples of such 
ownership or operation in this country 
in which the effort had ended in failure. 
Official records, said he, showed that 
private service quickly followed public 
service in every case. 

The speaker selected the State-owned 
railroad of Texas as an example of the 
non-success of civic management of the 
common carriers. 

“The experience of Texas was costly 
and unsatisfactory,’’ he said, “‘ and the 
railway will pass to private operation 
as soon as a buyer can be found. Be- 
tween January, 1911, and August, 1913, 
the State lost nearly $100,000, according 
to the Governor's special message to last 


year’s Legislature. 

“Our own city a few years ago under- 
took the construction of a municipal 
lighting plant for one of the bridges 
and some adjacent city property. As a 
result of a comparative study originated 
by the officials of the city it was found 
that the service of the private corpora- 
tion was more myn go ge cheaper, 
and after a loss of $108,998, as reported 
by the experts, the —e project 
was abandoned in favor of a private 
corporation.’’

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PROF. VAN HISE’S DISCOVERY. 

The President of the University of 
Wisconsin, Dr. Van HIsE, informs the 
St. Paul Association of Commerce that 
the enforcement of the Sherman law 
is downing the trusts and raising 
pricee. The fact had. been remarked 
before by the buyers of oil and to- 
bacco and other staples, and was not 
: welcome to . unofficial persons not 
charged with public affairs. It is in 
the latter capacity that Dr. VAN HIsk 
takes note of what is going on and 
"s gounds a note of alarm. The result of 
the. compulsory restoration of corfipe- 
tition—he calls it the enforcement of 
the Sherman ‘law—is the destruction 
of conservation, the waste of natural 
resources, and the production of a 
“profoundly immoral ‘situation.” His 
ebservation of the facts is correct, but 











2 . his interpretation is questionable. The 


enforcement of the Sherman law is not 
producing those results. The Sherman 
law ‘ts the common law. The common 
law allows reasonable combinations, ‘or 
combinations for reasonable objects. 
Whenever competition becomes, uneco- 
nomic, destructive to the competitors 
and wasteful of resources, the com- 
mon law and the Sherman law alike 
allow the correction ‘of such tenden- 
cles by combination. It is only com- 
bination’ for monopoly. and extortion 
that is obnoxious to the common 
law. It is a prevailing idéa that com- 
binations are sinful in themselyes, and 
should bé destroyed by. suits at law; 
instead ‘of punishing them ‘only when 
unlawful, that: is contrary -to public 
policy, sound reason, and good con- 
science. ‘President Van HIsE perceives 
that the legislation is not working as 
“intended, or as well as the ald-fash- 
foned method of testing conduct by 
public opinion, as. represented. by. a 
jury; and punishing according to the 
merits of the case as proved in court. 
Nevertheless President Van Hise, un- 
less he has .changed his published 
views, would propose still other laws, 
providing for Administrative regula- 
tion, even to the extent of fixing 
prices, It is in accordance with this 
theory ‘that the President has been 
pressing: his Trade Commission bill,

THE ENGLISH ARMY CRISIS. 

It was a strange spectacle that was 
presented in the House of Commons 
yesterday when first the Secretary for 
War and- then the Prime’ Minister 
made elaborate explanation of what 
had and of what had not happened in 
the British Army. As to what really 
happened there is very little dispute. 
A considerable number of officers had 
tendered their resignations when in- 
formed by their superiors that they 
were about to be ordered, with the 
troops under their command, to Uister. 
They ‘had then, in at least some in- 
stances, been told that if they did not 
withdraw their resignations within a 
few hours they would be dismissed, a 
penalty which in any army in the 
world carries with it disgrace and the 
ending of a soldier’s career. Some of 
them refused to withdraw their resig- 
nations. These facts, so far as can 
be judged by the Parliamentary re- 
ports, were admitted by the Govern- 
ment. 

What did not happen? For one 
thing, the Government disclaimed any 
intention of punishing officers. who 
preferred to resign rather’ than to 
obey certain orders of their superiors. 
Not only this, but the Government 
took pains to make it clear that the 
action of the officers was due to a 
misunderstanding. This amounted to 
a concession that, if there had been no 
misunderstanding, the action of the 
officers would have been excusable, if 
not justifiable. -The subject of the 
misunderstanding was the nature of 
the duty the officers were expected to 
do in Ulster. The officers thought, ap- 
parently, that they were to be sent 
north to repress the resistance of the 
Ulster men to the home rule law, if it 
became a law, or to prevent’ by force 
the organization of the Ulster men 
for resistance to that law. The Gov- 
ernment . disclaimed any such .inten- 
tion .and insisted that nothing like 
“ aggression’ was purposed in Ulster. 
The inference is simple that, had the 
intention of the Government included 
aggression. or, to use. a word employed 
by .Mr. AsquiTH on Friday, coercion, 
officers of the regular army would 
have been warranted in throwing up 
their commissions. And Mr. AsquiTu 
explained with much seeming  satis- 
faction that’ an understanding had 
béen established and that the recal- 
citrant officers had withdrawn their 
resignations. 

It is impossible to calculate exactly 
the effect of such a course of events 
upon the morale and discipline of the 
army. But it is not difficult to esti- 
mate the influence it may, and prob- 
ably’ will, have on the adjustment of 
the home rule dispute. At the close 
of the last debate of this matter in 
the House of Commons, when Sir Hp- 
WARD CaRson took his departure for 
Ulster, the issue had been so narrow- 
ly defined that there seemed only two 
courses open to the Government. One 
was to refuse all further concessions 
and to prepare. for the coercion of 
Ulster. The other was to yield to Ul- 
ster ‘the right to- remain under the 
English Parliament until ‘distinctly 
forced by ‘act: of Parliament to pass 
‘under .the Dublin ‘Parliament. The 
‘Premier. declined the latter. He now 
‘seems strangely unréady to adopt tite 
It “is impossible not to- re- 
matic a-note of weakness in the 
‘speeches of the, Secretary for War 
‘and the Prime Minister. : If the Mih- 
‘istérs regard the spirit-of the officers 
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of that there seems no alternate ‘to 
an adjustment by agreement. 








THE ROADS. 

‘Gov. GLYNN has driven straight to 
the heart of the highway problem in 
his message to the Legislature, point- 
ing out that, if the second bond issue 
of $50,000,000 is to be spent as the 
first issue was spent, it will require 
$30,000,000 more to complete the sys- 
tem of 12,000 miles, and every year 
the taxpayers will be compelled to 
pay $12,000,000 for maintenance and 
repairs. The roads will have worn 
out ten years after their completion, 
and the State will have little to show 
for its expenditure of $250,000,000. 
The figures cannot be much, if any, 
overstated. The macadam roads cost 
yearly $1,000 a mile to resurface; at 
the end of ten years it costs at least 
$6,000 a mile to renew them. With 
7.300 miles of the State and county 
system yet to complete, the main- 
tenance fund neéded on 4,700 miles is 
this year $6,117,952. After the first 
ten years the annual tax to perpetu- 
ate the system will rise to $20,000,000. 

These estimates are for the main 
routes in the States and counties, and 
do not include maintenance for the 
interlacing roads. from farms and 
hamlets. The Governor proposes that 
the macadam construction be stopped 
on these main roads and that con- 
crete, or brick with concrete founda- 
tion, be substituted. The latter type 
has thoroughly stood the test of ex- 
perience. Gov. Guiynn believes that 
the brick roads can be built at a cost 
of $15,000 a mile, using the great 
deposits of shale that overspread the 
southern half of the State and em- 
ploying convict labor to manufacture 
the brick. That would merely extend 
the State’s policy to make supplies for 
the departments with convict labor, 
and the roads themselves could be 
built, as now, with free labor. 

If the Governor’s estimate is cor- 
rect, by increasing the initial cost of 
road-building from $12,000 for mac- 
adam to $15,000 for brick with con- 
crete foundation, the maintenance 
charge may be reduced from $1,000 to 
but $50 a mile yearly, and the life of 
the roads may be extended to twenty- 
five years for the hardest kind of 
traffic. In parts of the State along 
the Barge Canal Medina sandstone 
blocks may be quarried—another type 
of pavement. that has lasted in Roch- 
ester, Buffalo, and elsewhere for 
twenty or thirty years—and this can 
be done with convict labor as cheaply 
as brick can be made.’ In suggesting 
that a legislative committee be formed 
to study the problems involved the 
Governor :also asks an appropriation 
to build an inexpensive plant for the 
Elmira State Reformatory wherewith 
to. convert the Elmira shale beds into 
brick. The creation of a committee is 


desired in. pursuance:of,this principle: 


‘This: is not a matter that can be 
settled offhand, but the least that 
faithful public servants can do is to 
give it their serious and immediate 
consideration. 

It would not. be inconsistent with 
the State’s policy to amend the prison 
law to permit the State’s prisoners to 
manufacture brick for highways. The 
prospect of saving $146,000,000, the 
total saving estimated by the Gov- 
ernor twenty years. after the road 
system ig completed, or of saving one- 
half. or oné-quarter that .amount, 
would justify the appointment of a 
road committee to consider more 
durable types of construction. The 
immediate adoption of the type of 

rick over concrete foundation would 
be feasible in cases of the most heav- 
ily traveled roads, like that leading 
from this: city to Albany. The Gov- 
ernor is to be congratulated upon 
giving his careful attention to this 
matter, which is of first consequence 
to the State. 
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THE NEW PANAMA BARGAIN. 

Senator Jones has discovered that 
the United States has bought British 
co-operation regarding Mexico by the 
repeal of the Panama Canal tolls. It 
would be interesting to learn that the 
breach of a treaty could be turned to 
profit in this way. The Hay-Paunce- 
fote bargain was an exchange of con- 
siderations on both sides. Each nation 
undertook a course of conduct, and 
paid a price for engagements by the 
other. If the United States would not 
stay bought in the first bargain it 
would be unsafe to make any other 
bargain. 

The: Senator’s thought is so obscure 
that the strength of his argument 
must rest upon his denunciations of 
the cravéns and cowards who would 
redeem the nation’s plighted faith. 
There is no American brave enough to 
profit by treachery who will not re- 
spond to that trumpet call to become 
an outlaw among nations. Other na- 
tions have broken their faith in mat- 
-ters of life or death. The United 
States would stand alone as a nation 
which is willing to betray a friend for 
profit to a monopoly. It is a noble 
cause, and the Senator is a worthy 
leader in. it. 











THE SCHOOL: LUNCH SERVICE.

schools and training schools, and con+ 
ducting it as a single enterprise un- 
der one competent, ue eG FY con- 
trol. 

A large proportion of pupils in ‘the 
high and training schools live too far 
from. school to permit lunching at 
home. Lunches are now served by 
contractors in eleven high schools, by 
student organizations in five, and not 
at all in. the remaining five. The 
pupils have to pay the relatively high 
cost of these ‘separate organizations 
with their separate staffs making 
small purchases at a. disadvantage, 
and in many cases the food is not 
clean, not well prepared, and not at- 
tractively served. -Opportunities are 
lacking or neglected, also, for in- 
structing the pupils in matters of food 
and feeding. 

For over four years the experiment 
of the School Lunch Committee has 
worked well. It is now proposed that 
the Board of Education permit the 
extended service, with deduction from 
the receipts of sales of lunches to 
cover the purchase price of food, cost 
of preparing and distributing it, and 
the salaries and wages of the work- 
ers.. Full and accessible accounts will 
be kept of the whole. business, with 
full audit of the books by the Board 
of Education. We think the proposal 
is a good one.

American 
and. Canadian apples, he tells them, are 
sprayed with copper sulphate in order to 
protect the fruit.from fungi, and, as this 
substance is a poison, apples from the 
countries. mentioned cannot be eaten 
without grave danger to health. 

It’s.a pity that this Wise One didn’t 
back his warning with his name, for 
that would have made answering him 
lots more fun than it is now. Possibly, 
however, he-is better known in England 
asa grower of apples than as an analyt- 
ical chemist, or, if that be not the case, 
perhaps he is one of those ‘* experts ”’ 
who can be persuaded by the most fa- 
miliar of means to adjust his report to 
the desires of his clients—in this in- 
stance seemingly British apple-growers 
who’ have wearied of foreign competi- 
tion. Anyhow, his warning is a fine 
combination of the true and the false, 
and as well calculated as any could be 
to serve the suspected purpoge of pro- 
tecting a home industry that cannot be 
protected in any other way. 

For copper sulphate is a poison, and it 
is-used to guard fruit from.assorted en- 
emies, insects.and fungi. For that it is 
effective, just because it is a poison,

j but its employment ceases so long be- 


fore the fruit ripens that none of it ever 
reaches the ‘consumer. The Spring and 
Summer rains atténd to that, and the 
British matron, as well as our own, can 
calmly continue to feed her lord and her 
precious babes, not to speak of herself, 
on the apples which owe all of their 
beauty and most of their worth to this 
very process of spraying. 

Of she. enormous difference .in’, fruit 
and many kinds of vegetables, according 
as ‘proper use is or is not made of in- 
secticides and fungicides, everybody 
with any’ knowledge of the subject is 
thoroughly aware. Poisons, intelligently 
selected and applied, are as beneficent 
in agriculture as in medicine. Without 
them many crops could not be raised at 
all,. and many others would not be 
worth gathering. The up-to-date farm- 
er knows this, sprays assiduously, and 
has his reward. His neighbor, who 
scorns anything that can be learned out 
of a book, puts another mortgage, if he 
can, on his. ‘‘ exhausted” land, and 
hopes the proceeds will carry him 
through, 


It has long béen a 
matter of common

world, that death is most likely to occur 
in the early morning hours.

DEATHS UP-STATE. 


Dr. Cattell Thinks the Rate Has Not 
Steadily Climbed. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
You begin an editorial article in to-day’s 
TimES with the remarks: : 

Next to Maryland, which’ has a large 
Population of negroes, New York State has 
the largest death rate-in the Upion-—due to 
deaths in its rural districts. It.is a delu- 
sion hard to overcomhe that the country. is 
more healthful than a large.city ike 
Greater New York. But while the. death 
rate in this city has fallen to 13.7 per thou- 
sand of population, in the rural districts 
it has steadily climbed to.15.4. This dif- 
ference is due altogether to the ptevalence 
in the country of preventable diseases like 
typhoid and tuberculosis. 


It is not often that s6 many misstatements 
are found in a few words. In 1912, the last 
statistics dvailable for comparison, the death 
rate was higher in Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and Rhode Islend than in New 
York. It was the same in Massachusétts 
and about the same in Connecticut? It waé 
doubtless higher in all Southern States, 
though in most of them the registration ste- 
tistics are lacking. The déath Yate ‘in the 
rural districts of New York. State has not 
‘‘ steadily climbed "’; it isthe same aa it was 
from 1906 to 1910. The difference between 
the. death rate in New: York City and New 
York State is not ‘‘due altogether to the 
prevalence in‘the country of prevéntable dis- 
eases like typhoid and tuberculosis.”’ Tuber- 
culosis is much more prevalént.in the city. 
The lower death rate of New York City. is 
mainly due to the fact that-there-are rela- 
tively more old people in the country than. in 
the city. When the death rates are stan- 
dardized to correct for the difference in the 
age distribution of the population, the death 
rate in 1912 was 16.4 fpr New York City, 
16.1 for Buffalo, 19.5 for Albany, and (in- 
cluding these cities) 15.2 for. the entire State. 


In 1011. (the last figures available) the crude. 


death rate in the rural parts of the registra- 
tion States was 12:7, in the cities 15.1. * 

The death rate corrected for the age dis- 
tribution of the population would be about 
16.in the cities and about 12 in the country.

In his first attempted correction Dr. 
Cattell has used the crude death rates 
of Maine,» New Hampshire, Vermont, 
and Rhode Island, hot the standardized 
rates approved by the Census Bureau in 
its ‘‘ Mortality Statistics, 1012." . The 
standardizing reconciles the disparities 
of sex and age distribution in the States 
of the registration area, assigning to 
New York a mortality rate of 15.2 per 
1,000 population, as compared with 14.1 
in New Hampshire, 12.6.in Vermont, and 
12.6 in Maine; a good statistician’ would 
rule out little Rhode Island, with its 
rate of 15.4, as being too small: for com- 
parison. As for rural and ‘urban New 
York, we quote from a memorandum 
just submitted to Gov. Glynn by Dr. 
Hermann M. Biggs, the new State 
Health Commissioner: 


In 1918, for example, the death rate of 
Greater New York was 13.7, a. decline of 
-4 over 1912. For the rest of the State the 
death rate was 15.8, an increase of .8 in 
the death rate over 1912. Even in the 
rural districts the death rate was 15.4, 
nearly .2 higher than the death rate in 
Greater New York. For'a number of years 
the death rate in the rural districts has 
been slowly increasing, while that in New 
York City has been slowly but steadily de- 
creasing. 


It is fair to infer, therefore, that this 
city is becoming more healthful, and 
the State’s rural district less healthful. 
The gain or the loss in each case is 
directly. related to .measures for con- 
trol of contagious, and. epidemic dis- 
eases. It is true that there are rela- 
tively more aged people up-State, but 
there are, also relatively more infants 
in this city, from whom the largest 
ratio of deaths is expected. If Dr. Cat- 
tell had been more careful in consult- 
ing his figures we should be readier 
to believe that there are four deaths 
in this city for every three deaths up- 
State.—Editor Tue Timms. '':

THE SPRING ELECTION. 
Advancing Dates’ by a Simple 
Amendment Would Validate It. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Last Décember at a special session of 
the Legislature a law was enacted pro- 
viding for the submission to the people 
of the State at a special election, to be 
held on the first Tuesday in April, of 
the quéstion, ‘‘ Shall thére be a conven- 
tion to revise the Constitution and to 
amend the samé?”’ This law phy ee 
the Inspectors of Election to meet “0 
the second Saturday preceding such io 
tion ’’ for the purpose of correcting and 
revising the register of voters. Inas- 
much as the law did not lay down spe- 
cial rules for advertising the question to 
be voted upon, the general provisions of 
Section 294 of the élection law became 
applicable, and doubtless were duly fol- 
lowed. The act submitting to popular 
vote the question of a proposed Consti- 
tutional Convention was -passed pursu- 
ant to the following language in the 
present State Constitution, (Article 
XIV., :Section 2): : 


At: thé general élection.to be held in the 
year 1916, and every twentieth year there- 
aftér, and also at such times as thé Leg- 
islature may by law provide, the question 
*‘ Shall there be % convention to revise the 
Constitution and amend the same?” shall 
be decided by the electors of the State. 


On the eve of the day of registration 
the question is raised whether, in ac- 
cordance with Article II.; Section 4 of 
the Constitution, such registration will 
‘* be completed at least ten days be- 
fore’’ the proposed election, and the 
doctors have disagreed. One _ school 
maintains that, according to the old 
maxim that’ the law does not take ac- 
count of the fractions of a day, there 
will have elapsed the constitutional in- 
terval, while the other school, contend- 
ing.on the basis. of cases cited that the 
interval will rot be sufficient, préclaims 
that the future Constitution. (the result 
of; the convention) and the laws there- 
after to be made will be in peril. Forth- 
with, actitig upon this warning with 
panicky precipitation, an effort is made 
by. way of repeal to correct the evil and 
saye the State the million dollars of ex- 
pense that Mr. Marshall deplores in con- 
nection with an election which, it is as- 
serted, will be.a nullity. 

But why, on the one hand, in the face 
of the notice, take chances, or, on the 
other, ‘repeal the existing law with an 
uncertainty as to putting through a new 
law at the present session, when mere 
amendmént of the law is the obvious 
Way to accomplish. the result, without 
tunning the risk of frustrating the 
wishes of the electorate? Mr. Stetson 
and Mr. Marshall both seem to be in 
agreement that the question should go to 
a vote, but differ only in that the for- 
mer is satisfied with the present state of 
the-law, and the latter wants to have 
the procedure free from technical objec- 
tion. 

If it weré not for the twenty-day pe- 
riod for transmission and. publication 
set forth in the election law, it would be 
a simple matter to substitute “first 
Wednesday ’’ for ‘‘ first Tuesday,’’ in 
order to secure beyond peradventure an 
interval of ten days. In any event, how- 
ever, 4n amendment that would postpone 
the election to some day late in April, 
and perhaps advance the day of regis- 
tration, should prove: sufficient. 

To repeal the existing law would re- 
sult, in the event of a failure to enact a 
similar law at the present session, in de- 
ferring to the year 1916 the question 
wihtether there shall be a Constitutional 
Convention, thereby defeating the popu- 
lar will, as expressed at the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature in 1918, when all 
who have gone on record upon the tech- 
nical aspects of the present law seem to 
be in favor of carrying out that will as 
so expressed. Since both the contend- 
ing parties in good faith desire the sub- 
mission of the. question to the people, 
the legal technicalities in controversy 
seem in the light of a simple and imme- 
diate’ amendment of the iaw to be at 
best merely academic.

$265 FOR INDIAN PICTURES. 


F. W. Morris Buys Pettrich Work 
at Alexander Library Sale. 


An extremely rare publication, the only 
perfect copy known, was bought for $265 
by EF. W. Morris at the sale of the 
library of Americana of the late. Prof. 
J. H. Alexander of Baltimore,-Md., by 
the: Anderson Auction Company yester- 
day. The work is by Frederick Pettrich, 
was issued in Baltimore in. 1842, and is 
entitled: ‘‘ Portraits of Distinguished In- 
dians from: Several Tribes, who Visited 
Washington in 1837; also a faithful rep- 
resentation of the Indian War. Dances, 
which took place during their visit.’’. 





The portraits were originally .drawn: 


from life, full size, on the four walls 
of: Pettrich’s studio in Baltimore, and 
were then reduced and presented to the 
public. It is a folio in the original paper 
covers, and is apparently its first ap- 

arance at auction. Of the five plates 

n the .work, four contain thirty-four 
numbered figures, — of the figures 
showing two or rtraits. 
fifth plate shows the , indlen war dances 
in fourteen pictures. 

Detached portraits from this work aré 
in the New York Public Library; and a 
badly torn and rebound copy is in the 
Museum of Natural History-in this aig. 
but that copy is of the second edition, 
whereas the Alexander. specimen. is a 
first edition. Its portraits are brown 
tinted lithographs, and unusually well 
drawn, better, according to several 
authorities to whom they have been sub- 
mitted, than those of the more famous 
Indian’ portrait painters.

Secretary Daniels and Senators In- 
dorse’ Invocation of Bishop 
Hess at Launching.

CAMDEN, N. J., March 23.—‘‘ I chris- 
ten thee Oklahoma,” cried Miss Lorena 
Jane Cruce, daughter of Gov. Cruce of 
the new western State, and as the bottle 
of champagne crashed smartly ‘on the 
prow of the superdreadnought the cheers 
of patriotic Oklahomans vied with the 
whistles of tugs at the yards of the New 
York Shipbuilding Company. 

Just before the big ship was given its 
name by. Miss Cruce, Bishop E. E. Hoss 
of Muskogee, Okla., in a brief invoca- 
tion dedicated the dreadnought to the 
“errands of peace and Christianity.” 
The invocation was at the suggestion of 
Mrs. Reynold -Hall, President of the 
Ship Sponsors’ Society, and it was said 
to be the first time in more-than half a 
century that a battleship launching was 
preceded by prayer. 

Senators Owen and Gore, who were 
members of the launching party, in ad- 
dresses. expressed pleasure at the conse- 
cration of the ship to what Secretary 
Daniels of the Navy termed the “ typifi- 
cation of the national Christian spirit.” 
Mr. Daniels said he hoped the Oklahoma 
never would be called upon to fight or 
to win a battle in warfare. 

The.American Navy’s biggest battle- 
ship afloat took the water like a duck at 
noon, and Miss Cruce, 19 years old, who 
was surrounded by a bevy of fifteen girl 
friends all carrying American Beauty 
roses and wearing meet their 
State’s flower, beamed.

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BREITUNG ADMITS 
DAUGHTER IS WED 


She Returned to Her Home Im- 
_ mediately After Marriage to 
Gardener, Says Banker. 


ANNULMENT SUIT LIKELY 


Breitung Issues Short Statement 
After Conference with Lawyers 
—Kleist in -Arizona. 


The mystery surrounding the reported 
marriage of Miss Juliet Breitung, daugh- 
ter of Edward N. Breitung, the wealthy 
banker, to a gardener named Max Kleist 
of Marquette, Mich., was dispelled yes- 
terday when: Mr. Breitung arrived in 
this city and visited the offices of his 
attorneys, Marvin, Roosevelt & Hooker, 
at 52 Wall Street. At the conclusion of 
a lengthy conference with his lawyers, 
Mr. Breitung left the building, but reso- 
lutely declined to make any statement 
to the assembled newspaper reporters. 

‘*My lawyers will make a statement 
later to-day,’’ he observed as he climbed 
into a waiting taxicab. 

The statement to which Mr. Breitung 
alluded was issued late in the afternoon 
by Mr. Hooker over Mr. Breitung’s sig- 
nature and read as follows: 

Monday, March.23, 1914. 

I am advised that on the 22d day of No- 
vember, 1913, at Grace Church in New York 
City, my daughter, Miss Juliet Breitung . 
went through. a marriage ceremony, as ap- 
pears from the record of the church, and 
immediately thereafter returned. to our 
home at the St. Regis Hotel, where she 
has since lived, and hokage she desires to 
continue to live. N. BREITUNG. 
When efforts were made later to in- 
terview Mr. Breitung at the St. Regis, 
where it was reported that he had gone 
after leaving his attorney's offices, the 
hotel management said that the banker 
had gone to Atlantic City to join his 
wife and daughter, who left for that re- 
sort on Sunday. 

Mr. Breitung’s lawyers would. not 
commit themselves yesterday as to what 
the next move in the case would be. 
There is fittle doubt, however, that 
annulment proceedings will be started 
as soon ag possible. 

After the first. reports of the Kleist- 
Breitung marriage there was a general 
denial from the Breitung family. The 
records on file at the Marriage Eicense 
Bureau contained a statement of the 
Rev. Dr. Charles Lewis Slattery, rector 
of Grace Church, that on Nov. 22 he 
married Juliet Breitung, 19 years old, 
daughter of Edward and Charlotte 
Kaufman Breituns living at the St. 
Regis, to’ Max leist, 23 years old, of 
626 Lexington gecace. 

The record showed that Kleist had 
said he had no occupation, but that the 
clerk had written in the word “ ma- 
chinist.’” The bridegroom had given his 
mother’s name.as Wilhelmina Knuth, 
and her home as Manistique, Mich., 
where, it was stated, her son was 
born. His. father was recorded as. Will- 
jam Kleist. The marriage license was 
issued on Nov. 20. Two days later, ac- 
cording to the records, the pair were 
married in the rectory of Grace Church. 

Kleist was e pares as @ gardener on 
the grounds of Thomas arrell last 
Summer at Marquette, Mich., adjoining 
the Summer home where Miss Breitung 
and her parents spent ‘their vacation 
from July to November. It was also 


said that when .the Breitungs left. Mar-. 


quette, last November to return.to New 
ork Kleist soon followed, and lodged, 
for a week in the house at 626 Lexing- 
ton Avenue.

JAMES PARKER DEAD AT 82. 


Ex-Lieut. Commander and Admiral- 
ty Lawyer Was Advisor to Schley. 


James Parker, former. Lieutenant 
Commander in the United. States Navy, 
veteran of both the Mexican and the 
civil wars, and said to have been the 
oldest. living graduate .of the United 
States Naval Academy, died yesterday 
at his home in Perth Amboy, N. J., in 
his eighty-third year. 

Lieut. Commander Parker was born 
in Newark, Ohio, and entered the Naval 
Academy in 1846. He served in the 
Mexican War as a midshipman under 
Farragut. He was promoted to Lieu- 
tenant in 1855 and was made a Lieuten- 
ant Commander by President Lincoln in 
1862 'and took part in many of the im- 
portant seafights of the civil war. 

After peace was declared he engaged 
in the business of marine insurance and 
practiced admiralty law_in New York. 
Mr. Parker compiled a record of Amer- 


ican and foreign shipping for the use 
of marine underwriters and founded the 
Shipmasters’ Association. . When the 
Schley-Sampson. controversy. over the 
Battle of. Santiago arose the. retired 
Commander was. chosen. by Admiral 
Schley as one of his advisors at the in- 
quiry. ‘He was former: President of the 
Marine Association of New York and an 
officer of the Loyal Legion. 


Dr. Patrick Sheedy Byrne. 
_ Dr. Patrick Sheedy Byrne, a former 
resident of Yonkers, died at his home in 
Spokane, Wash., Sunday night. He was 
in his fifty-ninth year.’ Dr: Byrne was 


a native of Corinecticut. He was grad-. 


uated from the Bellevue Hospital Medi- 
cal College, New York, in 1884, and then 
began the practice of medicine in Yon- 
kers. He ‘remained there until 1889, 
when he went West to look after real 
estate and mining interests in the State 
of Washington and in British Columbia.

CENSURE DR. WYETH 


County Association in Dispute 
Over the Giving Out of. 
Medical News. 


CALL REPORTS INACCURATE 


Head of Polyclinic Hospital Says He 
Has Always Believed in In- 
forming Laymen. 


Physicians of the New York.County 
Medical Sociéty engaged in a lively 
dispute at a meeting in the Academy of 
Medicine Building last night over the 
question of ethics involved in news 
about medical affairs. 

According to some of the physicians, 
reporters ought t6 receive news only that 
did not reflect credit upon the person 
giving it out and did not direct attention 
to him as a conspicuous person in the 
medical field. Tne champions of this 
‘impersonal publicity ’’ scored report- 
ers for their inaccuracy in reporting 
medical news. At the same time they 
voted to refuse to allow reporters to ex- 
amine a document whiich had been 
read before ‘the society, declaring that 
the reporters would have to be. satisfied 
with such portions of it as they had 
caught while it was being read. 

The document that caused the stir was 
the report of the Medical Society’s Co- 
mitia -Minora. and. Board of Censors 
upon the conduct of Dr. John A. Wyeth, 
head of the tolyclinic Hospital, in per- 
mitting a reporter to be present at a 
demonstration of the use of the Koch 
Ld treatment at the Polyclinic 

oO 

A gg ot written to Dr. Wyeth by the 
comitia minéra was read. It recalled 
the distinguished services of Dr. Wyeth 
to the medical profession and his state- 
ment of his belief in medical publicity 
that was ‘‘impersonal’’ in character. 
It then took up a report of the Polyclinic 
poone tuberculin treatment that was. 
described in an article in THs Times 
this article having been such as to cali 
forth a letter from Dr. Wyeth, protest- 
ing that it was not the kind of an ar- 
ticle he -had expected to see published. 
The only word of warning to-Dr. Wyeth 
in the letter was that he might do well 
to exercise care in the future lest same 
younger surgeon be misled by his ac- 
tion into doing something decidedly out 
of accord with medical ethics. 

Dr. Wyeth, when.asked to take the 
at in his own behalf, read this state- 
men 

‘* There recently appeared in the lay 
press an article’in: regard to a clinic 
conducted by myself. The article was 
misleading, sensational, and objection- 
able. I am an old soldier in’ the: medi- 
cal profession and have fought for its 
progress in the city and State, and in 
the. national. organization, 
was at one time the head, and I have 
always advocated keeping in touch with 
the laity.’’ 

Dr, Gottheil, who made the charges 
against Dr. Wyeth, deciared thac ine 
explanation -was one that, “ ‘ for all its 
eloquence, failed to expiain.” He urged 
that a special committee - named to 
report on the case. 

Dr. Abraham Jacobi, who closed the 
discussion, attacked reporters as a class, 
declaring that their reports weer always 
inaccurate amd not to be depended upon. 
The matter was finally disposed of in a 
request that the Comitia Minora make a 
further report at the next meeting.

Stocks Advance Again— Talk 
of Early Rate Announce- 
ment a Factor. 


At the opening of the stock market 
yesterday prices were strengthened by 
the news that the New Haven had 
reached. 2a understanding with the De- 
partment of Justice. Higher prices for 
American stocks in London, and some 
foreign’ buying here also contributed to 
the advance which occurred at the out- 
set of the session. Later, after a re- 
action, the market was further stimu- 
lated by the renewal of reports that 
some announcement would be forth- 
coming from Washington this week re- 
garding the rate increase ‘for which 
the railroads have been arguing. These 
rumors. resembled those which were 
current last week, and no very con- 
vincing reasons were advanced for the 
prediction that this important question 
would be settled at so early a dute. To 
these influences were added some re- 
ports which were influential in advanc- 
ing individual stocks. Thus, a renewal 
of the rumored rearrangement of the 
Burlington ownership helped to bring 
about a sharp advance in Northern 
Pacific on the theory that such a change 
would enable that road to realize on its 
share of the equity in the Burlington 
property. This again was but a renewal 
of a report current last week and which 
then went without confirmation. 

The discussion within the last few 
days of the rate case and of the sug- 
gestion. that some early news. regarding 
it was likely to be received from Wash- 
ington has served to bring into clearer 
relief the feeling prevailing in the 
)financial district that the country and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
acting for the public can hardly refuse 
to grant the railroads some relief at this 
time. It is this feeling which in large 
measure accounts for the confidence 
which is felt in the Commerce Commis- 
sion’s decision being in favor of the 
railroads. Meanwhile, the information 
coming to hand from day to day 
strengthens thé view that the railroads 
are much in need of larger net revenues. 

The first of the railway statements for 
February came to hand yesterday. It 
was the Baltimore & Ohio’s, and it 
showed a loss of over a million dollars 


‘in gross and a decline in net of more 


than $450,000. A decrease in charges 
for maintenance of equipment accounted 
for the great bulk of the decrease which 
was shown in operating expenses. The 
saving in transportation expenses 
amounted to only 375,000. No doubt 
the railroads eould make a much better 
showing in this respect were it not for 
the items of expenses over which they 
have relatively little control, some of 
them directly imposed by legislation or 
by Governmental orders. If this report 
be regarded as indicative of the general 
railway situation during February the 
decrease in the number of idle cars re- 
ported for the first half of March is 
more likely to be explained by weather 
conditions during that period than by 
increased demand for cars arising from 
other causes. 

The element of possible pressure upon 
this market because of sellin from 
abroad induced by the Ulster difficul- 
ties assumed less importance yesterday 
in the light of a net gain of a half point 
in consols .in reflection of the calmer 
views which prevailed regarding: the 
outcome of this serious political contro- 
versy. The general London market was 
strong. Its strength was reflected in 
the buying here, which helped our mar- 
ket at the opening.

MAY RESTORE TAX 
ON EXEMPT BONDS 


May Annul Secured Debt 
Tax Law. 


A QUESTION FOR COURTS 


But Lawson Purdy and Others Hold 
That Act of 1911 Can 
Be Repealed. 


P The repeal of the secured debt tax 
law, as proposed in a bill now before 
the Legislature, might’ again bring un- 
der the personal property tax the bonds 
that already have been exempted from 
it through the payment of the secured 
debt tax. While lawyers disagree on this 
point, and it would probably have to 
be decided by the Court of Appeals, 
Lawson Purdy, President of the Tax 
Board, said yesterday that if the law 
should be repealed his department would 
ignore the exemption and proceed to 
assess the personal property tax against 
bonds on ‘which the secured debt tax 
had been paid. 

The attorney for an investment com- 
pany which has had large amounts of 
bonds exempted from the personal prop- 
erty tax said yesterday: 

“If the secured debt tax law is re- 
pealed, the question will arise whether 
bonds which have paid the tax and been 
stamped as tax free in New York con- 
tinue to remain free from personal tax- 
ation. The question may admit of doubt, 
but I do not believe that the bonds 
would continue to be tax free, as 
I do not believe the Legislature has 
power to remove property from the 
category of taxable property so as to 
limit subsequent Legislatures from re- 
storing the property to that category, 
and bondholders paying the tax and 
registering their bonds as tax free did 
so, I think, with presumed knowledge 
of the power of the Legislature to re- 
peal the law at any time. Therefore it 
seems to me that a payment of the reg- 
istration tax would be a waste of 
money.”’ 

As against this view it is argued that 
it is worth while to pay the tax of one- 
half of 1 per cent. in any case, as this 
would free-the bonds from the personal 
property tax, at least until the law was 
repealed, and in this county the per- 
sonal property tax would amount to 
nearly 2 per cent,, or betweeh three and 
four times the amount of the secured 
debt tax. By lawyers who take the op- 
posite view of the entire question it is 
held that the paymént of the secured 
debt tax constitutes a private contract 
hoy eee be rescinded by the Legis- 

a . 


Bonds Had Escaped Tax. 


The basis for the enactment of the se- 
cured debt tax law, which went into 
effect on Sept. 1, 1911, was the fact that 
to a very large extent bonds had always 
escaped the personal. property tax. in 
this city, with a tax rate around 1.90, 
if it were possible to collect the personal 
property tax at all generally, bonds 
would be a poor investment. A $1,000 
4 per cent. bond, fox instance, would 
bring in $40, and the tax would be about 
$18, leaving a net income of $22, or a 
littie more than 2 per cent. The city 
‘tax of $18 would also compare with a 
tax of but 40 cents under the Federal 
income tax law. 

In view of the practical unenforce- 
ability of the pérsonal property tax, the 
Legislature of 1911 took the view that 
it would be better to obtain some rev- 
enue for the State by imposing a small 
registration tax that "hondhonders would 
be disposed to pay in order that their 
bonds should be made ¢xempt from the 
heavier Jevy. Under this law as it stands 
a bond on which the % per cent. has 
ion paid is free from the personal 

roperty tax for all time, The payment 

of. $5, therefore, would exempt the bond 
from payments that would equal almost 
its entire face value, if it were a fifty- 
year bond: 

Critics of the law argue that the bond- 
holder gets very much the best of the 
bas ain, but &s friend’ reply that the 

tics have ignored the fact Phat the per- 
al property tax has proved uncol- 
lectible so far as bonds are concerned. 

These critics have also argued that 
the amount of revenue produced by the 
secured debt tax was not large. 
Sponsors for the law, however, have 
never expressed disappointment with 
the revenue, as they ,believed it would 
take several years for the public to be- 
come familiar with the law and ty take 
full advantage of it. They _ believe

Revenue Increasing This Year. 


The first year of the law the revenue 
amounted to $13411,568. In 1913 it was 
$1,167,476. For the present fiscal year, 
ending on Sept. 30 next, the revenue up 
to Feb. 1 was $227,885, as against 
$568,221 during the same period last 
year. At the office of the State’ Con- 
troller, it was said yesterday, however, 
that since Feb. 1 the payments had 
been heavy, and. that in the first three 
weeks of March they were about 
$400,000, as against $150,000 for the 
whole of March last year. The amount 
for the fiscal year to the latter part 
of last week was said to be greater 
than for the whole fiscal year of 1913. 

Banking firms to an increasing e¢x- 
tent, it is said, are forming the yee 
of exempting an entire bond issue be- 
fore it is sold, and two or three’ bond 
houses make daily payments on all the 
bonds coming into their possession on 
which the tax has not already been

Besides the bil] to repeal the law, 
there is a bill before the Legislature to 
extend its scope, the effect of which, 
it is believed, would be to increase the 
revenue.

Mr. ‘Low said that the questions con- 
a, those responsible for the policy 
of the federation were: Can the Civic 
Federation do anything for the better- 
ment of agricultural conditions that is 
not already being well done by some 
other agency, and if so, what is that 
thing and how should the .federation go 
to work to do it? After reading Secre- 
tary Houston’s letter he introduced 
Lieut. Gov. Ingalls. 


New York Ahead of Kansas. 


Lieut. Gov. Ingalls, who bears a great 
resemblance to his father, the late Sen- 
ator J. J. Ingalls, said he had been much 
surprised during .a visit to Albany the 
other day. to find-that’ while Kansas 


had been ahead of New York, so far as 
legislation is concerned, in the consid- 
eration of great social and economic 
problems New York was ahead when it 
camb.to questions of rural betterment. 
He spoke of the bill before the Legisla- 
ture providing for a rural credit system. 
He said that while the United States 
had.spent more money since the passage 
of the Morrill act in Lincoln’s Adminis- 
tration in establishing agricultural 
schools and colleges than any other na- 
tion,’ other countries had passed us in 
the practical applicatiom of theories, 
and as a result we had to go to Europe 
to learn how to use the ideas that we 
had often thought out. 

*“*T. beliéve,” said Mr. Ingalls, ‘‘ that 
most of the troubles of American agri; 
culture are unnecessary evils, and woul 
disap if associated action were ap- 
plied to agriculture with the spirit of 
mutual self-help and fraternity which 
is gradually manifesting itself in all 
other industries.’’ 

President Low remarked that the 
trouble with the farmer was that he 
bought at retail and sold at wholesale. 
““Now, Mr, Carnegie,” he said, ‘“‘ won’t 
you tell us how libraries and agriculture 
are related to each other? 


Mr. Carnegie’s Speech, 


Mr. Carnegie started off by paying a 
succession of tributes to Mr. Low. 

“TI tell you that if we can get the 
very suitable man for President of the 


United States, I have a candidate in 
mind,” he added. 

Laughter encouraged the speaker to 
go on in this direction. ‘‘ And in taking 

this into consideration,’’ he said, “‘I do 
not look altogether to "the right of me. 
He bowed to Mrs. Low, who was on 
his right. ‘“‘I -have a’ sad ‘experience, 
and I speak from experience. I can de- 
tect the real boss. 

“The condition of the masses,’’ went 
on Mr. Carnegie, referring to the United 
States, ‘“‘is incomparably better than in 
any other nation; free schoois, free li- 
braries, and free education to all classes, 
without money and without price.’”’ But 
he pointed out that the Americans were 
not foremost in everything. 

The speaker referred to “the fact that 
as the owner of a large agricultural 
property he had had to learn something 
of farming and Scottish methods. He 
said there was no poor farmer in Scot- 
land who could not get a loan upon his 
es at home at the same rate of 
nterest the greatest banker in London 
would pay in getting millions from the 
Bank of England. Yet, though much 
could be learned from the Scotch, the 
model country was little Denmark, less 
than one-third the size of New "York 
State, whose enormous exports of dairy 
products.to England alone: he mentioned 
—butter to the bye of $52,500,000, eggs 
worth more than $10,000,000, and bacon 
that brought $33, 500,600.

Wrong Organizing. 


Prof. McCarthy said he had recently 
been in Europe, studying how the prob- 
lems of the farmer were being worked 
out in other countries.

IN BANKNOTE SUIT 


Judge Lacombe Directs New 
York Company to Give Particu- 
lars of Alleged Discrimination 


AND. BARS VAGUE CHARGES 


New York Company Can’t Introduce 
Evidence Against Exchange Mem- 
bers Not Named In Complaint. 


Judge Lacombe made an order yes- 
terday in the Federal District Court 
with reference to the complaint in the 
suit for conspiracy and discrimination 
brought by the New York Bank Note 
Company against Ransom H. Thomas, 
President of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, the American Bank Note Com- 
pany, and George W. Ely, Secretary of 
the "Exchange, for damages dmounting 
to $5,000,000. The New York Bank Note 
Company alleged that it had been cut 
off from a share in the printing of the 
certificates of securities -listed»on the 
New York Stock Exchange and that it 
was entitled to heavy damages. 

Judge Lacombe points out that the 
New York Bank Note Company in its 
complaint uses the words “ Plaintiff 
does.not claim that these are all of 
the members who have manifested hos- 
tility, but are all the plaintiff can now 
give.’”’ He orders that these words be 
stricken out and forbids the New York 
Bank Note Company from producing 
at the trial evidence of the hostility of 
any other members of the Stock Ex- 
change than those enumerated unless at 


a@ reasonable time before the trial on 
special motion to the court and proper 
cause shown leave is granted to ac- 
cuse other persons. 

Then the New York Bank’ Note Com- 
pany is required to serve an additional 

ill of particulars, dividing the con- 
tracts cited in the complaint into two 
classes. One of these must show the 
applications for listing on the Exchange, 
which according to the plaintiff were 
pisson: -holed or not acted upon by the 

sting Committee of the Exchange, 
and the other @ list of the agents of the 
American Bank Note Company who are 
alleged to have made false representa- 
tions of the patented mechanism of the 
New York concern, and the names. of 
the agents and Directors and commit- 
tees who are alleged to have. brought 
influence to bear on the Boston Stock 
Exchange to prevent listing by that 
Exchange of securities engraved by the 
New York company. Then Judge La- 
combe authorizes the New York Bank 
Note Company to insert in the bill of 
particulars this clause: 

On information and belief that in fur- 
therance of said conspiracy, the defendant, 
American Bank Note Company, by conniv- 
ance and unlawful alliance with various 
officers, committeemen, and Governors of 
the defendant New York Stock Exchange, 
planned and conspired ever since about the 
year 1880, and stiN is planning and con- 
spiring with the intent and purpose of in- 
juring the plaintiff, to secure and attempt 
to secure, and with such intent and pur- 
pose has secured and attempted to secure, 
control, and direction of all the banknote 
engraving corporations of the United 
States,, England, and Canada, which for- 
merly were competitors of the defendant 
American Bank Note Company the 
banknote engraving business. 

Finally Judge Lacombe instructed the 
New York Bank Note Company to fur- 
nish to the defendants a statement set- 
ting forth in what way J. B. Metcalf, 
James McGovern, J. T. Atterbury, and 
Joseph B. Stout urged the public or the 
customers of the New York Bank Note 
Company that it was unsafe to have 
stock and bond engraving done by the 
plaintiff, or its predecessor, on ac- 
count of its lack of safeguards for the 
engraving of plates and on account of 
the inferiority of its work. 


BANK RUN IN DENVER. 


Many Withdrawals from German- 
American Company. 
DENVER, Col, March 23.—Several 


‘hundred depositors of small amounts 


lined up before the German-American 
Trust Company bank when it opened to- 
day and began drawing out their money. 
Before the doors opened Godfrey Schir- 
mer, President of the institution, said 
the bank was in an excellent condition, 
and that it would meet all demands. It 
has deposits of $4,673,147. 

The Denver Clearing House Associa- 


tion issued a statement that the Ger- 
man-American Trust Company was 
solvent and that the association was pre- 
psred to render all necessary &ssistance 
to the bank. 

It was said at the office of the State 
Bank Examiner that the company was 
absolutely sound.

sion of snow storms over the country. 
The longer the snow blanket'lingers, the 
more frequently it is replenished, they 
say, the greater grows the assurance of 
gigantic crops of corn and wheat, bet- 
ter vegetables, more stock feed, and 
lower prices. During February and 
March general snow storms have been 
more frequent than for years. 

“If this snow blanket will only Paar 
its time in departing,’’. said Dr. J.

shall have a better crop start this year 
than for several seasons. To date con- 
ditions could be hardly more ideal. 

‘In the corn belt, where there was 
considerable depletion of. the crop 
through too persistent drought last sea- 
son, the’ snow will prove of incalculable 
benefit. |The corn lt ought to have a 
splendid start, Snow is a splendid in- 
surance’ against drought—not complete, 
of course, but immensely valuable.”
